ORDER 

New Delhi, the 18th May, 2007 

S.0.787(E).—^Whereas the Security Cojuncil of the United Nations adopted Resolution 17-37 (2006) (appended to 
this Order as Schedule) on 23rd December, 2006 in its 5512th meeting, under Chapter VII of the Charter of the United Nations 
requiring all the States to take certain measures stipulated in paragraphs 3,4,6 and 12 of the resolution; 

And whereas, the Central Government considers it necessary and expedient to Issue an Order imder the United 
Nations (Security Council) Act, 1947 (43 of 1947) to implement the said Resolution of the Security Council adopted under 
Chapter VII of the Charter of the United Nations; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred, by Section 2 of the United Nations (Security Council) Act, 1947 
(43 of 1947), the Central Government hereby makes the following Ord^ to give effect to the said Resolution, namely; 

1. Short title and commencement—(1) This Order may be called the Implementation of Security Council Resolution 

1737 (2006) on Non-proliferation Order, 2007. , 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. DeHnitions. —In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Resolution” means the Resolution 1737 (2006) of the Security Council of the United Nations adopted on 
23rd December, 2006 by the Security Council under Chapter VII of the Charter of the United Nations; 

(b) Words and expressions used but not defined in this Order and defined in any law for the time being in force 
shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them in such laws; 

3. Powers of the Central Government to give effect to the Resolution.—The Central Government shall have all the 
powers to take the necessary measures to, 

(i) prevent the supply, sale or transfer directly or indirectly from Indian territories, or by Indian nationals or 
using Indian flag vessels or aircraft to, or for the use in or benefit of, Iran, and whedier or not originating in 
Indian territories, of all items, materials, equipment, goods and technology which could contribute to Iran’s 
enrichment-related, reprocessing or heavy water-related activities, or to the development of nuclear weapon 
delivery systems, namely:— 

(a) those set out in sections B.2, B.3, B.4, B.5, B.6 and B.7 of INFCIRC/254/Rev.8/Part 1 in document 
S/2006/814; 

(b) those set out in sections A. 1 andB.l of INFCIRC/254/Rev. 8/Part 1 in document S/2006/814, except 
the supply, sale or transfer of: 

(i) equipment covered by B. 1 when such equipment is for light water reactors; 

(u) low-enriched uranium covered by A. 1.2 when it is incorporated ip assembled nuclear fuel elements 

for such reactors; 

(c) those set out in document S/2006/815, except the supply, sale or transfer of items covered by 19. A,3 
of Category II; 

(d) any additional items, materials, equipment, goods and technology, determined as necessary by the 
Security Council or the Committee established by paragraph 18 of the Resolution (herein “the 
Committee”), which could contribute to enrichment-related, or reprocessing, or heavy water-related 
activities, or to the development of nuclear weapon delivery systems; 

(ii) prevent the supply, sale or transfer directly or indirectly from Indian territories, or by Indian nationals or 
using Indian flag vessels or aircraft to, or for the use in or benefit of, Iran, and whether or not originating in 
Indian territories, of the following items, materials, equipment, goods and technology: 

(a) those set out in INFCIRC/254/Rev.7/Part 2 of document S/2006/814 if the Central Government determines 

that they would contribute to enrichment-related, reprocessing or heavy water-related activities; 
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(b) any other items not listed in documents S/2006/814 or S/2006/815 if the Central Government determines 
that they would contribute to enrichment-related, reprocessing or heavy water-related activities, or to 
the development of nuclear weapon delivery systems; 

(c) any further items if the Centra! GovemmenJ determines that they would contribute to the pursuit of 
activities related to other topics about which the IAEA has expressed concerns or identified as 
outstanding; 

(iii) prevent the provision to Iran of any technical assistance or training, financial assistance, investment, 
brokering or other services, and the transfer of financial resources or services, related to the supply, sale, 
transfer, manufacture or use of the prohibited items, materials, equipment, goods and technology specified 
in paragraphs 1 and 2 of the Resolution; 

(iv) freeze the funds, other financial assets and economic resources which are on Indian territories at the date of 
the adoption of the resolution or at any time thereafter, that are owned or controlled by the persons or 
entities designated in the Annexure, as well as those of additional persons or entities designated by the 
Security Council or by the Committee as being engaged in, directly associated with or providing support for 
Iran’s proliferation sensitive nuclear activities or the development of nuclear weapon delivery systems, or 
by persons or entities acting on their behalf or at their direction, or by entities owned or controlled by them, 
including through illicit means, and that the measures in this paragraph shall cease to apply in respect of 
such persons or entities if, and at such time as, the Security Couilcil or the Committee removes them from the 
Annexure; 

(v) ensure that any funds, financial assets or economic resources are prevented from being made available by 
Indian nationals or by any persons or entities within its territories, to or for the benefit of such persons and 
entities.
